Another Middle East Debate 
A U. N. Security Council debate on the 
Middle East is under way — again — and 
there seems to be only a little more room for 
negotiation than before. 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mohamed El- 
Zayyat opened the session by declaring his 
county was ready to negotiate a settlement, 
but not at the price of abandoning its own 
territory or the rights of Palestinian Arabs. 
HIS POSITION was backed by five Arab 
spokesmen and three African foreign 
ministers who demand Israel’s withdrawal 
from territories occupied during the Six-Day 
War. 
Only one section of Mr. El-Zayyat’s speech 
was interpreted as a bargaining point—the 
reference to the right of Palestinian Arabs to 
“live in peace within secure and recognized 
t^oundaries in their homeland of Palestine.” 
Middle East experts believe this is the first 
acceptance of an Arab leader of a restriction 
to the Palestinian Arab claim to the whole of 
the former British mandated territory. 
A conciliatory tone was struck by Am­ 
bassador Malik of the Soviet Union, current 
president of the 15-nation Security Council, 
who called attention to the world movement 
away from the 
cold 
war 
and 
toward 
relaxation of international tensions. 


But the whole Middle East dispute is so 
complicated by both internal and external 
factors that settlement will be neither easy 
nor quick. 
And while Mr. El-Zayyat was not lighting 
any new fires. Jordan’s Ambassador Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf added a liberal dose of 
acrimony to the proceedings in a bitter attack 
on Israel for what he termed the destruction 
of Arab culture in the occupied West Bank 
IT IS IRONIC that such an attack should 
come from Jordan which was responsible for 
the 
desecration 
of 
nearly 
all 
Jewish 
synagogues in old Jerusalem when the Jor­ 
danian government was administering the 
area. The Jordanians would not even permit 
Jews to visit the wailing wall. 
Significance of points such as ad­ 
ministration of Jerusalem and visitation 
rights to the wailing wall may be lost on many 
observers of the Middle East dispute, but on 
such points a settlement turns. Religious 
freedom and secure borders are equally as 
important to the Israelis as the return of 
occupied lands is to the Arabs. 
This time the Israelis want a full, workable 
settlement and not a tenuous, temporary 
agreement that is a prelude to more blood­ 
shed. 
A Man For the Job 
If experience and record of service mean 
anything, and they certainly should, Clarence 
M. Kelley, chief of the Kansas City police, 
appears to be an excellent choice to succeed 
the late J. Edgar Hoover as director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
His 21 years of service with the FBI. prior 
to assuming his present post, should satisfy 
those who have contended the director should 
be a man familiar with the organization. 
As for his record, it must be exceptional to 
have 
withstood 
the 
scrutiny 
of 
those 
screening candidates for the post, who in the 
final stages had narrowed the field to what 
was believed to be 27 of the best men in the 
nation for the prestigious assignment. 
TTiat record, according to reports, was good 
enough to warrant a recommendation by the 
late Robert F. Kennedy, then U. S. attorney

general, that Mr. Kelley be appointed Kansas 
City police chief. 
If Chief Kelley is confirmed by the Senate 
he will have a monumental task before him. 
The FBI, under the guidance of J. Edgar 
Hoover, established an outstanding record 
and reputation. It was admired and respected 
by Americans of all ages. 
But in the last few years it has suffered 
some tarnish and come under attack by some 
segments of society. The Watergate affair has 
not helped in this respect. 


Yet a vast reservoir of goodwill, faith, trust 
and confidence in the FBI exists, and under 
competent leadership the bureau should be 
able to continue its important work and win 
back the confidence and esteem of its critics. 


Thirteen months without a permanent 
director is a long time. We would like to see 
Chief Kelley confirmed by the Senate as 
expeditiously as possible, and take the helm 
of the FBI.

One year ago this summer, 
the Court decided the Branz- 


burg and Caldwell cases, 
holding that newsmen have 
no right to protect confiden­ 
tial sources from public ex­ 
posure; and again we reacted 
with dismay to a decision that 
struck us as wrong. 
But on May 29, the Court 
erupted with an explosion of 
opinions dealing with the 
First Amendment as that 
amendment applies to radio 
and TV broadcasting.

Members of the Court were 
divided on means and ap­ 
proach, 
but 
they 
were 
unanimous on the goal to be 
sought. 
That 
goal 
is 
a 
genuinely free press, in which 
competing ideas are freely 
explored. 


IT WAS QUITE 
an ex­ 
plosion. Burger delivered an 
opinion for the Court. Stewart 
concurred 
in 
part. 
White 
concurred in part. Blackmun 
and Powell concurred with 
certain reservations. Douglas 
spread-eagled him self, as 
usual, with an opinion cur- 
curring in the result. Brennan 
and Marshall dissented, but 
their dissent was filled with 
good intentions. The im ­ 
portant point is that all nine 
ju stice s 
emphastically 
agreed on the principle of 
uninhibited, robust, and free 
discussion of public affairs. 
This was the question at 
issue: 
Do TV and 
radio 
broadcaster, acting on their 
own editorial judgment, have 


a right to refuse to sell time to 
private 
individuals

ideas? Seven members of the

The All Union Central Council 
ot Trade Unions officially 
denounced the Israelis for 
their commando raid on 
Beirut.

Obviously George Meany 
and his colleagues are right.

Now it is 
influential only in some 
Western waterfront circles. 
There is overwhelming

“fairness doctrine” of the 
FCC 
provides

reflecting the different points 
of view. 
The majority was plainly 
right. The issue, at bottom, is 
one of compulsion. 
If an 
agency of government can 
compel a broadcaster to 
provide air time for this, that 
or the other idea, broad­ 
casters will have lost a key 
part of what limited First 
Amendment rights they now 
have. It is but one further 
step to pervasive government 
control of the airwaves. 
Yet the two dissenters 
made some good points also. 
To permit a radio or TV 
station to impose an absolute 
ban on editorial advertising is 
to compel the kooks and 
crackpots 
to 
rely 
upon 
journalistic surrogates to 
expound their ideas for them. 
The public has a legitimate 
interest, in Brennan’s view, 
“in receiving ideas and in­ 
formation directly from the 
advocates of those ideas, 
without the interposition of 
journalistic middlemen.” 
YET 
THE 
dissenters, 
concerned as they are for the 
rights of little old ladies, 
missed the point that Burger 
made 
succinctly 
in 
his 
majority opinion. “For better 
or worse, editing is what 
editors are for.” Editors can 
and do abuse their power, but 
such abuse must be risked in 
order to preserve the higher 
values of a free press not 
subject 
to 
government 
control. The idea that carrot 
juice will cure cancer is not 
necessarily an idea that a 
broadcaster 
should 
be 
compelled to put on the air. If 
he wants voluntarily to sell 
time for this purpose, it is of 
course a different matter. 
The important thing is that a 
broadcaster’s freedom to 
make that decision not be 
abridged by bureaucratic 
decree.

Paris on Wednesday between 
Henry A. Kissing er and 
Hanoi’s Le Du e Tho. The Viet 
Cong and Saig on also sig ned. 
The 
docu ment 
is 
an 
elaboration on the orig inal 
Jan. 27 cease-fire ag reement 
which 
was 
persistently 
v iolated. 
The Viet Cong ’s Maj. Gen. 
Hoang Anh Tu an, head of the 
Viet Cong deleg ation to the 
Joint Military Commission, 
claimed today that the Sou th 
Vietnamese g ov ernment was 
g u ilty of new cease-fire v iola­ 
tions. Bu t in an appaently 
conciliatory mood, he said it 
was too early to appraise the 
situ tation. 
“ We shall striv e to make 
the cease-fire effectiv e and 
we ex pect it will be ef­ 
fectiv e,” Tu an told a Saig on 
news conference today . 
Tu an reported the 
Viet 
Cong had issu ed orders to 
their field commanders to be 
ready to contact their op­ 
posite nu mbers at points of 
contact to redu ce tension, 
adding :

served at least a third of his 
sentence before the

mending him for the furlough

The prisoner then must he 
declared eligible, with the 
prime 
consideration 
being 
that lie can have no more 
than 
two 
felony 
com ­ 
mitments, and only one of 
those can he of an assaultive 
nature. Marsino explained. 
After 
the 
prisoner 
is 
declared eligible, it is up to 
the institution's screening 
committee to decide whether 
to refer him to the APA for 
placement on furlough. 
The law requires that the 
prisoner must he placed in a 
suitable confinement facility 
where he must remain unless 
he’s given a pass by his 
furlough counselor or is 
enrolled in a work or school 
program Denton House has 
been approved by the APA as 
a furlough center. It long has
